ANCIENT LITERATURE, 


Low Some of It Was Fortunately Saved 
From Destraction. 

Considering that the whole of anclent 
Mterature was confined to wanuscript, it 
1s wonderfal that so much of it has come 
down to us. The preservation of some old 
writings has teen almost miraculous. To 
a single copy preserved in a monastery of 
Westphalia, for instance, do we owe all 
that we have of Tacitus. ‘This te the more 
remarkable since the emperor of that 
name had copies of the works of his dia- 
tinguished ancestor placed fn all the im- 
pertal libraries and caused ten coples of 
them to be transcribed yearly, Still, only 
the one copy has been found tm modern 
times. 

A page of the second decade of Livy, we 
are told, was discovered: by @ man of ‘let- 
ters on a hattledoor while he was amusing 
himee in the country. He rushed up to 
town, but he was too Inte, for the battle- 
door maker “had used up all his parci- 
ioent the week before." Two manuscripts 
ot Cleero on “Glory"’ were presented to 
Petrarch, who lent them to an old precep- 
tor. This latter gentleman, being pressed 
by want, pawned. then) and died without 
revealing the name of the pawnbroker. 
‘Two centuries afterward they were men- 
tioned in a catalogue of books bequeathed 
to aconrent, but could not be found. It 
is muppored that Petros Aleyonius, the 
physician to the Institution, appropriated 
them, and having transposed some of the 
thoughts to ble own writings destroyed 
the originals, 

‘The original Magna Chartaof England, 
Preserved in the Cottonian Mbrary, ha 
certain routilations, presumably from a 
palr of shears. It Js said that Sir Richard | 
Cotton, calling one day at his tailor’s, | 
discovered that that man was holding in 
his hand, ready to cut up for a pattern, a 
copy of the grat Magna Charta, with all 
its appendages and seals.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Is is surprising what a difference the use 
of the string makes 1m the spoed of the 
disk and the distance to which it will go. 
Rolled from the hand tn the ordinary way, 
it will travel onjy a short distance, bat 
with the string an Orvieto boy can send a 
large disk spinning up a steep gradeon an 
ordinary macadam road nearly 400 feet. 
The boys of Orvieto never roll this ‘toy 
down hill, as {t would be too much trouble 
to chase it or to make new ones when the 
eld ones are lost. 

An Interesting experiment can be made 
with the disk. After winding the string 
hold the disk wrong side up, so that the 
string comes to the hand from the top in- 
stead of the bottom. When thrown in this 
manner, the disk, almost ss soon as it 
reaches the ground, darts back toward the 
shrower, precisely like » billiard ball which 
has received a downward stroke on the 
underside to set it revolving toward the 
player. 

A disk can be most conteniently cut 
from a 2 inch plank after tracing a circle 
of the proper size, which should not be 
above 8 or 9 inches.

Care of Teeth of Children, 

Begin early with the deciduous teeth and 
alm to keep them constantly under care. 
‘The parents should be Instructed to send 
thelr children to the dentist at least once 
every six mouths. Except in rar in- 
stances, deciduous teeth should not be ex- 
tracted until absorption has been com 
pleted and nature has practically thrown 
them off or, falling to do #0, demands as- 
sistance. It ie well known that in the 
alveolar ridge, as in a stone arch, the re- 
moval of one part allows the rest to fall 
in, and that when a tooth has been prema- 
turely extracted there is less room for the 
eruption of the permanent ona. The in- 
coming tooth not only hae to overcome this 
diMculty, but is also deprived of the nour- 
Ishmens it should receive in the decalcifi- 
cation going on about it, The deciduous 
teeth ar 106 very sensitive until about the 
fourth yoar, when decalcification begin, 
after which the roots have jagged, sharp 
points, which may be a source of trouble. 
Mothers should be advised of these facta so 
they may restrain thelr children from 
crushing hard substances In the mouth. 
Nuts and cheap candies are very injurious 
tn this respect. — Medical Age.
